Due to the extraordinarily high 
requirements neccessary for oa 
forcing two-bid under the writer's 
system of contract’ bidding, an- 
other bid has been provided to 
take caro of the strong hands that 
arc not quite powerful enough to 
make this forcing bid. 

Theso are the original bids of 
three of a sult, and show partner 
4 long trump sult and o hand that 
only requires one trick from part- 
ner to go game. In othor words, 
the three bidder shows a. haad 
containing not only a good suit, 
but: side defensive strength an 
assurca you that with an incard 
in your hand,.he will undoubtedly 
xo gome. He further indicates 
that he has no. desire to play the 
hand at no trump. 


Partner's Response to 
Originat Three of o Sult Bid 


When partner makes on original 
three of a suit bid, and your hand 
contains at Ienst two small trump 
and a possible incard, take part- 
ner to four. 

If you have a trick in your hand 
and are void in partner's suit or 
have a singleton and no xood bid- 
dable sult. of your own bid three 
no trump:to advise partner that 
you hold leas than two of his 
trump but do have the required 
trick. Partner may 


opponents now puta in a bid, he 
is warned of your trump situntton. 

Holding an absolutely worth- 
tess hand and not normal support 
in partner’s suit, you may pass, 


but there are very few handa when’ 


n pnss is the proper bid; e¢. g. you 
hold three small trump and a 
doubleton in another suit, Al- 
though you have no high cards in 
any of tho other suits, undoubted- 
ly partner will be able to ruff the 
‘third card in the sult in which 
you hold a doubleton and thereby 
gain an entry to your hand. This 
is sufficient to raise partner to 
four, Even in aome cases, when 
holding a singleton in 1 side autt 
and two of partngr’a trump, the 
bid of four can be made. 


Original Bids of Three No Trump. 


It is very seldom that you will 
hold a hand where your correct 
‘opening bid will be three no 
trump. An original three no 
trump bid shows a hand with all 
four suits doubly stopped and no 
good biddable © four-card — suit. 
Generally speaking, a hand this 
powerful can be opened with. an 
original forcing suit bid of two. 

It is far better to start with the 
forcing two-suit bid. You are as- 
sured of getting to at least a 
xame-going declaration, and with 
a little help from partner, you 
will be able to arrive at a slam 
declaration, while with an original 
three no: trump bid, partner — is 
very apt to pasa, even though his 
hand contains one or one and one- 
half quick tricks, A 

Remember that high original 
bids prevent partner from giving 
you intelligent information, Start 
the bids low whenever jpoasible 
unless you have one of the above 
described hands, or 2 pre-emptive 
type hand which, will be explained 
in our following article.

Sir Thomas Morison Legge was 
born in Hongkong in 1863, He 
was the youngest son of the: late 
Professor J. Legge LL.D, He was 
educated nt Magdalen College 
School and Trinity College, Ox- 
ford, and first became known as 
Secretary to the Royat Commis- 
sion on. Tuberculosis in 1896. 
He served later aaa member of 
the committees on’ Compensation 
for Industrial Diseases, Anthran 
Painting of buildings etc. 


Sir Thomas held the. degrees 
of M. D. (Oxon) and D, P. Hy 
(Cantab) and became an au- 
thority on Public Health, with 
purticilar reference to Tuber- 
culosis. He was in 1905 Milroy 
Lecturer on Industrial Anthrax, 
and in 1919 was Lowell Lecturer 
at. Boston.

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FRENCH ELECTION 
REACTIONS. 


The second ballots in the French 
election have proved disastrous for 
the Tardieu Government, which, in 
consequence of the strong support 
given to the Left, will now be com- 
pelled to retire. On the (firat 
ballot, a week ago, the Government 
had a slight lead, and although it 
was felt in some quarters that there 
might be surprises on the second 
ballot, few were-prepared for the 
heavy fall in Government support. 
The Leftists, however, made the 
way to victory much surer when M. 
Herriott decided to withdraw all 
Socialist Radical candidates from 
constituencies where it was consi- 
dered that the Socialists stood a 
better chance. The upshot is that 
the Tardieu bloc now finds itself in 
a decided minority, so that a 
Leftist Government is inevitable. 

The question which naturally 
nrouses most interest is the likely 
renetion which this development 
will have on French foreign policy, 
especially its policy in regard to 
European politics. The probability 
is that there will be a welcome 
swing towards a more liberal out- 
look on the larger issues, notably a 
toning down of that intense nation- 
alism which has made French 
collaboration in Europe somewhat 
dificult. We may hear less of the 
“security” bogey, and we may see, 
evidenced a greater desire to solve 
the problems of Europe on a basis 
of mutual trust and goodwill... If 
so, the prospects for some really 
beneficial outcome of the Lausanne 
Conference -will appreciably hefgh- 
ten. Following the recent con- 
versations over the suggested 
Danubian Federation, it became 
evident that France atill adhered to 
the policy of riveting the Versailics 
settlement more firmly upon 
Europe and ensuring the economic 
subjugation - of Germany. The 
French proposals were to creute, 
under the effective control of 
France, a-new unit which would 
not only serve ns a bulwark against 
Russia, but which would also keep 
Germany isolated from her Danu- 
bian neighbours, It must be re- 
membered in this connexion that 
France has acted both as midwife 
and wet nurse to the Little -En- 
tente, that French capital is deeply 
involved, and that to permit com- 
plete collapse in Central Burope 
would mean too great a risk. it. 
has been foreseen that there might 
be a real danger that the pressure 
af economic circumstances might 
force the Danubian States to lower 
tariffs all round and’ introduce 
some economic sanity into the rela- 
tions of the interested Powors, in- 
cluding Germany, Italy and: 
Bulgaria. Obviously, one of the 
keystones of French policy would 
go if Germany were’ allowed to 
mako n-closer rapprochement with 
Austria, Hungary or the Little 
Entente. It fs generally agreed 
that a Danubian Federation of 
somo sort is essential, but French 
concern has been to make it con- 


‘form to the French pattern. 


‘|4n the scheme. The question 
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- Tho point which secoms to necd 
constant stressing is that Europo’a 
prebloms are not.to be solved by 
any plan based on keeping Germany 
permanently jn’ chains. It is 


‘obyious that German trade is‘ 


easentlal to the whole of Central 
Europe, and that there can be no 
real reconstruction in Europo un- 
less Germany has an integral part 
of 
immediate moment fs wha tho at- 
titude of the now. French Govern- 
ment Is likely to be. It may not be 
easy for France to abandon some of 
her past fdeas, but as a British 
commentator has remarked, it 
should not -pass the bounds of 
diplomatic possibility 
the French scheme into a genuine 
plan for the reconstruction of Cen- 
tral Europe. If the new Fronch 
Government is prepared to look at 
the matter from the standpoint of 
the well-being of Europe a8 0 Whole, 
‘the change brought about by the 
elections may be productive ‘of 
much good. : 


Dim That Spotlight. 

Ten weeks have elapsed and the 
Lindbergh baby is still in’ the 
hands of his kidnappers, From the 
first the big question sbout the 
affair has been, How, in such a 
glare of publicity, can any nego- 
tintions be carried on for return 
of the child? Hundreds of police, 
thousands of amateur detectives 
and hordes of reporters forming a 
cordon around the flier’s home at 
Hopewell gave the kidnappers 
small chance to bring the baby 
back and clear warning not to try. 
Recognition of this fact led to 
some withdrawal of police forces 
und the reporters scattered to 
other news sources. But public 
interest, perhaps = never hefore 
equalled, kept a spotlight on’ the 
case. Newspapers and . news 
services outdid themselves in at- 
tempting to satisfy popular curio- 
sity. Every new clue or supposed 
clue was instantly smothered In a 
rush of note books and’ cameras. 
Every movement or word of the 
family made headlines. Every 
potential negotiator became a 
marked man, his usefulness as a 
xo-between destroyed. Every pos- 
aible rendezvous became impos- 
sible. Recently by flights ond 
varlous subterfuges some of these 
tecking the child have obtained 
measure of freedom to carry on 
their efforts. But they have had 
to exert as much energy and in- 
penuity in eluding reporters as in 
attempting to locate the ‘baby. 
Finally this statement was issued: 
Colonel Lindbergh feels that un- 
der existing circumstances he 
should be privileged to move with- 
out the encumbrance of either 
check-up or accounting. When he 
is able to make any statement, he 
will be glad to do sc. Undoubtedly 
the public as © whole would like 
to see this request granted. It is 
probable that most people would 
not personally intrude on negotia- 
tions for restoration of the baby, 
particularly if they realised that 
their action might defeat the ef- 
fort. But the public’s - news- 
gatherers, in their competitive 
struggle, seem unable to exercise 
the same restraint. If by some 
gentlemen's agreement the press 
could give Colonel Lindbergh and 
his friends the privacy which 


seems essential for recovery -of | 


the child, it would. have proved 
that freedom of the press—a 
larger freedom of self-control— 
need not infringe the freedom ‘of 
unfortunate individuals. Dees 
the public want minute-to-minute 
news of clues—clues which never 
amount to anything—or docs it 
want the safe return of the Lind- 
bergh baby? The answer is ensy. 
But unless some way is found to 
switch off the spotlight and let the 
kidnappers know that they will not 
step into it the minute they nt- 
tempt to return the child, the hunt 
for news may block development 
of the very newa which everyone 
wants to heer. Under the ¢ cir- 
cumstances, it might be an honour 
for the newspapers to be “scooped” 
on this: story.

Most people, indeed, scemed to 
be of the opinion that nobody except 
other people should have to pay any 
taxes at all. 

Those were days fn which -beer 
was almost free and the Income-tax 
was so smhll-that it was scarcely 
worth the Government's while to 
collect it. Yet such spirit had the 
citizens of the country at the time 
that any proposal to add -a half- 
penny to the price to the Income-tax 
turned every man of them into an 
outraged Demosthenes, 


Probnbly, those: who: protested 
against the early taxca were right. 
Evén the man who invented taxes 
would have shrunk appalled [f he 
had foresen what they would lead 
io by the year 1932. : 


Never was the proverb that con- 
demns the thin end-of the wedge 
‘more completely justified. ~ 


The trouble about taxes ia that, 
when once they begin, they become 
a craze. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and the bright young 
men who work under him threw 
themsdves into the business of 
inventing new taxes na into a game. 

Every Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer longs to be original and he 
knows that, though he may achieve 
temporary popularity by remitting 
taxation, he will be regarded as a 
far more original man if he taxes 
something that has not™been taxed 
before. Remiasions are forgotten: 
new taxes—for example, Sir Wil- 
iam Harcourt's death duties and 
Mr. Lioyd George's land tax—so 
down to history. 

L can sympathise with this pas- 
sion of Chancellors of the Ex- 
chequer; and, if I were Chancellor 
of the Exchequer myself I should 
search land, sea and air for new 
objects to tax. At the same time, as 
n taxpayer, I.cunnot help feeling 
alarmed when what began as a mild 
shower turns into something Ike 
Noah’s deluge. - 


The whole civilised world, it 
seems to me, is being submerged 
under taxation, and [ suspect Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain is contemplat- 
ing a prohibitive tax on arks in his 
new Budget. 


“The Vice of Economy.” 


My own chief objection to heavy 
taxation is by no means a selfish 
one. It is that it gives people who 
do not like spending ~ moncy an 
excuse for not spending money. 
Men who have been prevented by 
their families from practising the 
vice of economy to the extreme 
limit take advantage of the heavy 
taxes to flout their fumilica and to 
Bave money as they have never 
anved it before.

NEW ARCHITECTURE, 


ILLUSTRATED LECEURE 
AT THE UNIVERSITY 


An interesting lecture was given 
last evening at the University by 
Mr. C. EB. Moore, B. Arch., M.RS.L, 
M. I. Struct. E., on the subject of 
The New Architecture. Mr. Moore 
said in part: 

Architecture has its origin in the 
festal structure. Unlike other arta 
it is bound up on operation of use 
and necessity. 

To make any definition of Archi- 
tecture is to fall into danger of 
dealing in catch phrases. Few 
definitions are safe and the best 
more clever than accurate. 
Vitruvius in bygone ages, stated 
that a building must have commo- 
dity, firmness, snd delight, as 
essentials of good design. . 

The New art or the Architecture 
) aly re-~ 
cognised on the Continent. It has 
entirely superseded the “Pompier 
Manner” of the opera house of 
Paris,—and'n very good thing too. 
But unfortunately it has dashed off 
into the opposite extreme of crude 
and  unabnshed brutality. You 
may know it by jts works, the re- 
jection of all traditional technique. 

Where’ an ordinary architect 
would be content with-a rectangle 
the new Architect makes his angle 
either obtuse or acute. 


Right in Principle. 


The new Architecture is right in 
principle so far as it goes, and in 
its orivin it had real justification 
in the misconception of Architec- 
ture that made the nineteenth cen- 
tury so futile, There is no doubt 
that the sentimentality of that 
Century has a Jot to answer for. 
Most of its aims were irrelevant 
to the Art of Architecturo, I refer 
more ‘particularly to Ruskin’ and 
Morris—men of incontestable 
genius, but uneven judgment, who 
constantly transinted Architecture 
into terms of socialism and crafts- 
manship, and that other great 
Romantic movement namely. the 
craze for old buildings. 

By the beginning of this Cen- 
tury, people who really thought 
about architecture, were getting 
tired nbout this beating of the air, 
and the more headstrong and reck- 
less suid there was nothing for it 
but to forget the past and begin 
with a clean glate. Their motto 
was “Knowledge hampers origin- 
ality.” In place of “Romantisism” 
we got “Materialism”. Mp 

The Architect ls concerned with 
more than the mere facts of cons- 
truction, and whereas the engincer 
is concerned with that and little 
else. The Architect starts fur- 
ther back with a plan, and ends 
further on with what ho puts In it. 

The naw Architects ignore this 
vital distinction. In Germany 
especially we seo buildings devoid 
of all Aeathotic appeal and not 
Intended to make any.

Art Aa Rubbish. 


Of course all Art muy be des- 
cribed as rubbish because it docs 
not serve any fmmediate useful 
purpose, but [ do not think that 
the Modern Architects have got a5 
far as that in theory, . although 
they make strenuous efforts to 
carry it out in practice, In their 
zenl for efficiency and fulfilment 
of purpose, they have confused 
engineering with Architecture, 
and thelr enthusiasm for motor 
cars and liners has led them to 
confuse statics and dynamics, and 
landed them in a hopeless sttempt 
to apply forms developed ‘by the 
machinery of motion to immovable 
objects. ; : 

Reinforced . concrete certainly 
docs admit unusual forms of build- 
ing. The problem of hew to deal 
with the facades of steel frame 
buildings is still unsolved. The 
new Architects seem to have lost 
all touch with the masterpieces 
of the past for no better reason 
than that it saves the trouble of 
studying those masterpieces, and 
of learning to appreciate what thoy 
mean, tind must always mean. The 
forward impulse at the back of 
the movement {s good enough, but 
unfortunately it seems to be head- 
ing in the wrong direction. 

The New Architecture is deli- 
berately cosmopolitan. For myself 
I am prejudiced enough to detest 
cosmopdlitanism, I cannot con- 
celve anything more dull and un- 
interesting than a dead level of 
standardized Architecture, and i, 
culture organized on mechanicnl 
lines is a contradiction in terms. 

The Building should be strong, 
it should fulfil tho purpose it is 
desired to serve, but with all it 
should be beautiful.

Stamp Topics in the S.C.Af. Post. 
Tho talk was introduced with a 
few worda on atnamp collecting in 
general. The speaker said: 
While I propose in this short talk 
to confine mysclf to ‘the postal 
-{asucs of Hongkong, 1 think — it 
would be well, considering that 
some of my hearers are probably 
not collectors, to Introduce my re- 
marks with o few words on stamp 
collecting in genoral. will be 
brief, and trust that those of you 
who are not Interested in philately 
will at least find something in what 
I have to say to demonstrate that 
what some deride as a foolish 
pastime of “Sticking bits 
of coloured paper into books’ 
is, in reallty, a whole- 
some mental recreation for 
both youth and adult. 
In the first place, for, the benefit 
of non-collectors, Iet me ‘point out 
that every postage ataump, by what- 
ever country {usued, shows on its 
face something connected with the 
reat sciences of history, and geo- 
graphy. Some take us into the 
realma of anthropology and natural 
history, 
to the arts, to architecture, ship- 
building, bridge construction, the 
cutting of canals, the erection ‘of 
national monuments and = many 
other forms of public activity. A 
closer study of stampa gives us 
among other things splendid exam- 
ples of the development of the arta 
of stecl engraving, lithography and 
the various forms of printing. 


Philatelic Travelogue. 


‘As we glance over the specimens 
in our collections we are carried 
away in thought by land, sca or 
alr to the uttermost parts of the 
earth, on voyages of exploration, 
to the north and south poles and to 
the equator. In an hour we ac- 
complish, amid comfortable sur- 
roundings what cost Magellan 98 
days of untold auffering and priva- 
tion—the circumnavigation of the 


globe, and we have morcover the | 
privilege of breaking our journcy ; 


and penetrating into the wilds of 
Africa, the mountain fastnesses of 
Tibet and the Himalayas, of en- 
joying the beauties of the Pacific 
Islands, the ancient . glories 
of Babylon, Persia, Greece 
Rome, and the — -mar- 
vela of the old time civilisa- 


while others have relation |. 


tions of Egypt, of the Incas of Peru 
and the Aztecs of Mexico. Along 
this line I might continue inde-~ 
‘finitely but time will not permit. 
The point I wish to bring out is 
this, that stamp collecting, intelli- 
ia not a child's 
game, but a pastime that enables 
us better to understand the funda- 
mentals of the history and gev- 
graphy of the world in general and 
gives us a clearer idea of what is 
going on in our midst and round 
about us. In a word, philately has 
the same relation to the sciences 
and to world history as have the 
ustrations in our modern books, 
newapapers and magazines, . 

With these introductory remarks 
I will pass on to the stamp issues 
of this Colony. A  non-collector 
looking over a display of Hongkong’ 
stamps, more especially of the early 
Victorians: would probably ask 
himself ‘what special interest the 
specie offered. ‘He . will find 
them for the most part uniform in 
design, the Victorians having con- 
tinued in use with practically no 
important variation for 40 ‘years, 
the Edwardians from 1903 to 1911 


‘ and the Georgians from 1912 to 


’ the present—a period of 20 years. 


~ 


If, however, the stamps are allowed 
to tell their own history it will be 


_ found to be asvery interesting one. 


1841 to 1862, 


While tho history of the Colony 
yocs back to within « year of the 
appearnnce of the first adhesive 
atnmp—the id black of Great Bri- 
tain, Hongkong did not have its 
own postal issues until 1862-22 
years Inter. Prior to that time the 
distribution of the mails east of a 
‘Jing drawn approximately 90. de- 
grees cust of Greenwich was made 
by the postal authorities. of the 
East India Company, by way of 
Macao where a British offictal was 
appointed. to tnke charge of tho 
transmiasion of. the mails to and 
from the Colony. This arrange- 
mont lasted until 1842 when n post- 
office was established in Hongkong. 
In tho following yenr Hongkong’s 
postal affairs passed to the con- 
tro! of the Imporial Goverament, ta 
be transferred back to local jurla- 
diction in 1860 whereupon the 
Post-OMlce Department came Into 
being. : 

At. that time it was 
the practice for porsons post- 
ing Tetters, to ay ‘the 
amount of postago over the counter, 
the only adhesive stampa used be- 
ing British, their uso being rea- 
tricted to tho navy,and army. I 
seems that this custom originated 
from tho fact that relatives of men 
on the station sent stampa in their 


letters to enable the reciplenta to 
keply. But as tho postal rates 
formed a part of the rovonues of 
the Colony, tho use of stamps that 
did. not. originate ‘hero’ nor wore

Pprived the’ Jpcal authoritics of a 
ul ‘income for a° service ren- 
- dered, hence the Postmaster treated 
such correspondence as “unpaid.” 
As tho fine on unpaid correspon- 
dence was 1/— ft was not long be- 
fore folks at Homo carried thelr 
complaints to the P.M.G. in London 
with the result that a ruling was 
made that all letters from British 
forces In China, prepaid with Im- 
perial stamps sufficient to cover 
the cost of postage,.should be treat- 
ed as paid. Special mail bags then 
came {into uso for service mails. 
Later, in 1868, a controversy arose 
as to whether service men could 
avail themselves of the reduced 
postal rates allowed by the Tren- 
sury if they used Hongkong stamps 
instead of Imperial. The Post- 
master held that the use of Hong- 
der former rulings, 
t their users wore 
‘that such letters: 
at full rates. Again 
8 compromi as reached. ‘Thus 
we sco that from the very birth 
of our postal system our stamps 
were making history. . 

Now It would seem obvious to all 
of us that the use of postage 
stamps to prepay postage was an 
ideal improvement on the old sys- 
tem, What we should do Aectes 
without them it is difficult to 
‘4dmagine, ‘but jn the beginning, 
strange ns {t may seem, their use 
was met with o storm of protest 
and Jt was some years before the 
public got used to them and Jearned 
to appreciate the service they ren- 
dered. 

The First Stamps. 


Tho first isnuc of stamps for the 
Colony made {ta appearance in 1862 
during the Governorship of Sir 
Hercules Robinson, Dissatisfied 
with the state of local postal affairs 
he suggested to the Home Govern- 
ment that the gencral use of Eng-. 
lish stamps be authorised and made 
a requisition for, quantity of the 
different values necessary. This 
idea was disapproved, however. and 
the suggestion was made that the 
Colony should follow the example 
of other Colonies and have ‘its own 
issue. Sir Hercules Robinson was 
secking a solution for a big problem 
and when this suggestion was make 
he did not hesitate to act on ft. 
After consultation with the Colonial 
Secretary he sent forward a rough 
drawing of what was to become 
Hongkong's first stamp, drawn ‘by 
Mr. J.A. 8... Alves, a clerk in 
the Post Office together with a 
requisition for stamps of seven de- 
nominations: 2c, Be, 12, 18¢, 24c, 
48e.nnd 96c. These higher values 
suund atrange to us in these days 
but they tell of the financial situa- 
tion of the time and of the carly 
efforts of the authorities‘to solve a 
currency problem which still re- 
mains very much up in the air. 
Tho unuaual values were called for 
because the postal rates were fixed 
on the basis of a 4/2 dollar at a 
tlme when the decimal system had 
not come into use. 

Some delay was caused in the 

supply. of theso stamps as the 
Colonial office in London held out 
for a decimal currency but finally 
gave in and the printing contract 
was placed in the hands of Messrs. 
De Ia Rue and Co, who from that 
day to this have printed all the 
stamps for the Colony. The first 
printings were delivered in the 
Colony on December 8, 1862 and on 
the following day the Colonial 
Secretary acknowledged their ra- 
ceipt nnd stated that they had 
already been placed on sale. At 
the same time he requested the 
printing of two more values—a 30c 
for postage on letters via Mar- 
selllea and a 6c for newspapers via 
the same route, the rates having 
been changed since the making of 
the first order. : 
* We again have the historical cle- 
ment in stamps prominent In the 
fact that all these denominations 
were made available for use in the 
treaty ports which had been opened. 
up in’ Chinn by the Treaty of 
Nanking on August 29, 1842, that 
is Canton, Amoy, Foochow, Shang- 
hai and Ninpo as well as in Wham- 
poa, Macao, Swatow, Nagasaki and 
Yokohama. On stamps thus: used 
we find _ the  postmarks — Al 
for the Amoy, Cl for Can- 
ton, El for  Foochow, N1 
for Ningpo, $1 for Shanghai, $2 
for Swatow and Y1 for Yokohama. 
The obliteration for Hongkong was 
B62 for regular mails and 62B for 
supplementary ones. 


Simplicity of Design. 


I have already said that the de- 
sign for the Victorian stathps _ is 
noteworthy for its simplicity. Let 
us examine it a little closer. The 
Queen’s head ia engraved in the 
conventional styla of the period, 
the only deviation from uniformity 
being tho result of retouching in 
the shading of tho bust and back- 
ground. Hero the stamp_ teaches’ 
us sonicthing of the art of engrav- 
ing and printing. The printing 
was done in one aingle impression, 

| the central part of the stamp hav- 
ing in each case been produced 
from a mother die, the border be- 
ing afterwards engraved around it, 
Of the minor differences to bo 
found in tho sovoral stamps I will 
not go into dotails, but scvoral 
variations jn the English and 
Chineso inscriptions are apparent 
to the naked oye, There are how- 
ever onc or two points in the de- 


sign worthy of special mention as 


they carry us back to the days of |. 


antiquity. Thoso of you who have 
geen the Victorian stamps will have 
noticed that there {s an ornamental 
cross in cach of the four corners., 
This fs the-swagtika, on ancient re-; 
Itglous symbol or talisman which 
has come down to us in practically 
the same form from the daya of 
Neolithic.culture, some eight to ten 
thousand years boforo the Chris-. 
tian era, when {t was used, os.it is 
to-day, a8 a symbol of good luck. 
Whether It was included in the 
stamp by way of an ornament or 
for good joss it is not easy to say 
as in the original deafgn tho cor- 
mer are left blank: This same 
‘ornament appeara in a modificd 
form on the Edwardian and Geor- 
gian issuca. . 


Now ket us turn our attention to 
the diadem encircling the Queen's 
head. Here is more. anciont history. 
Hero we find the cross, a symbol 
used by the old time Egyptians to 
signify life, In Gaul as a symbol of 
the sun and by the Incas of. Peru 
as a sign of the god’ of‘ rains. 
Here also fs tho fleur de lis, an an- 
cient pagan os well as Christian 
emblem, used in Egypt as a symbol 
of the life and resurrection of the 
god Horun, later adopted as an 
heraldic device by King Clovis of 
France and. first introduced into 
the English cont of arms by Ed-. 
ward III. With this woe find the 
trefoil, the origin of which is 
doubtful, some holding it to be, 
like the shamrock a symbol of the 
trinity, others that it is emblematic 
of the union of England, Scotland 
and Ireland. The greatest interest 
in the Victorian stamps, from tle 
point of view of the collector, 
centres round the provisional issuca 
most of which were necessitated by 
changes in the postal rates owing 
to the fluctuation of the dollar, and 
some to the first attempts to change 
over to a decimal currency. One 
of these stamps Ia of specin! inter- 
ent in that it was issued for use 
on postcards only. It appeared in 
two values, 3e and Ge, some of the 
latter’ being later on overprinted 
THREE for local use. At times 
revenue stumps were called into 
use for postal purposes, when 
higher values were needed. 


In connexion with those emer- 
gency iasues I would like to point 
out that while unquestionably some 
countries have made more or less 
of a specialty of unnecessary sur- 
charged and overprinted issues for 
the sake of the revenue derived 
from increased stamp sales, the 
postal service of Hongkong has an 
exceptionally clean record in this 
regard, -and that the numerous 
yaricties that may be found in some 
issues, particularly in those of 1891 
to 1898 in which it was found 
necessary to add to cach stamp sur- 
charged in English, 2 correspond- 
ing Chinese surcharge, laboriously 
printed with a small wooden block 
were all perfectly legitimate and) 
the errors occurred without any 
effort to crente: them, 


Historical interest in the Vic- 
torian issues closes with the ap- 
pearance of Hongkong's only com- 
memorative stamp, the 2c over- 
printed {in January 1891 to ¢ 
memorate the jubilee of the Colony. 
Regarding this I will not go into 
detalla as the subject has been ro- 
cently ventilated in the Stamp 
Topie column of the S. C. M. Post 
at considernble length. 


Subsequent Issues, 


Of the subsequent issues there is 
little to be said, Both the Edwar- 
dian and Georgian issues are fami- 
liar to most {f not all of you. They , 
have maintained their simplicity of | 
design and ‘almost absolute uni- 
formity, the only important differ- 
ence being in the watermark of tha 
paper on which.they are printed. 
Most British Colonies, during the 
war, issued war tax stamps, but 
Hongkong carried on and did her 
share in the service of the Empire |. 
without defacing her stamps with 
a mark that would in time to come 
recall the tragedy of bloodshed that 
held its place in the limelight of 
the world’s stage for four disan- 
trous years, : 


There remain but ane issue that 
calls for remark—the little oblong 
labels Which make us pay for the 
neglect of others to suflictently pre- 
pay their communications—the 
postage due stamps. These first. 
came into wie in Hongkong on 
December 1, 1923. They have in 
their cornera the swastika and in 
tho centre the appropriate design 
of a pair of scales in one pan of 
which is a Ietter which is obviously 
destined to carry one’of the stamps. 
Credit for this design must be 
given to P. A, V. dos Romedios and 
Kwan Kin-san, employees of the 
Postoffice Department. 


In closing I must give due ac- 
knowledgment to sources from 
which information has been 
derived, including Glbbons Stamp 
Monthly (articles by 8. C, Morton), 

{a philatelic handbook on Hongkong 
by Bertram W. H. Poolo and last 
but not lenst the studies made by 
tho well known local specialist, Mr. 
William Sayors. Hoping that 1 
have not bored you and expressing 
my sincere appreciation . for the 
favour that has been extended me 
by Z.B.W. of giving me an opport- 
unity of introducing this subjoct 
to your attention, I now wish you 
all good night and as‘a parting shot 
invite you all to join us collectors ' 
in our hobby.

Racine, Wisconsin, can proudly 
boast that one of her sons has made 
good in the movics.

act ata Mndison theatre. But after 
he emerged with honours—including 
the presidency of the senior class and

—he took a job with the National 
City Bank of Now York City. The 
lob wae in the form of a “scholar- 
ship” maintained by the bank under 
the presidency of Frank Vanderlip. 
JJe worked of an embryo banker for 
n year, and then decided to have ao 
try at thin thing called acting. His 
first professional connexion with the 
atnge was nso third assistant direc- 
tor with the David Belasco production 
of “Deburau.” He subsequently 
managed to get a xmall speaking part 
in the production, and used this ex- 
perience as n recommendation for fur- 
ther stage performances. There fol- 
lowed a year in stock in Dayton, 
Ohio, and another year_ in Newark, 
N. J. Next came New York assign- 
ments to parts in "The Lawbreaker,” 
“Puppets” and “The Half Caatto.” 
Later he played In the Chicago com- 
pany of Ann Harding's “Tarnish.” 
There followed three yearn of stock 
in Denver. 

March religiously passed up numer- 
ous. offers to play in ailent pictures 
during these years, But when gelatin 
waxed vocal he decided to accopt 
Paramount offer on ‘a part in “The 
Dummy” as Ruth Chatterton's hus- 
band. It was his work as “Tony” in 
the Morosc (Los Angeles) stage pro- 
duction of “The Royal-Family” which 
brought him the offer. Since “The 
Dummy” (produced late in 1928)

The appeal of the Chiny Naviga- 
tion Company, mited v. tho 
Attornoy-Gencral came up last 
month before Lord Justice Scrut- 
ton, Lord Justice Lawrence, and 
Lord Justice Slecser. : 

The Court dismissed the appeal 
by tho plaintiffs from the decision 
of Mr, Justice Rowlatt in an actlon 
which raised the question of the 
liability of-shipowners to pay for 
armed guards in ships trading in 
Chinese waters.

By his defenco the Attorney-

request of shipping companies on the 
terms. thnt the wholo cost , thereof 
should be paid by the shipping com- 
panies, including the plaint ffs. 

Mr. Justice Rowlatt held that the 
netion was misconceived and that the 
claim must be dismissed.

Lord Justice Scrutton, in giving 
judgment, said that he entirely agreed 
with the view of Mr. Justice Rowlatt 
that there. was no legal duty on the 
Crown to afford by its military forces 
protection in foreign parts to British 
subjects. -A_ missionary, in self- 
sacrificing devotion to his religious 
views, went without the consent of 
the Crown into savage countries, in- 
habited by tribes who strongly 
objected to the missionary’s denounc- 
ing their religion. Had the Crown a 
duty to. follow and protect the 
missionary ‘and send armed forces to 
reseue him from his self-imposed 
danger? A shipowner, without the 
traded for pur- 
poses of his own profit in neighbour- 
hoods which were  insufliciently 

oliced by foreign Governments; for 
his profit he took on bourd large 
numbers of foreign passengers going 
on the high seas, or up a navigable 
river to a foreign port.

‘The Courts had ropontedly refused 
to intervene In questions of pay and 
service, though the Royal Warrants 
appeared to entitle tho claimant to 
what ho asked the Court to give him. 
That was so whether the claimant

Payments to Navy and Army. 

In the cnse of the Navy, it’ wos 
obvious that the Admiralty constant- 
ly received payments from outsiders, 
foreign Governments, or British and 
foreign subjects, for work done for, 
or gerviees and materials supplied to, 
those outsiders; and that the 
Admiralty so acted without any 
express authority from statutes, 


‘though the sums .which they recover- 


ed were denlt with in the Appropria- 
tion Act. A similnr series of pay- 
ments to the War Office for the supply 
of materials and men was set out in 
the Army memorandum. Nono of 
those payments were required or pro- 
tected by express statutory authority; 
all were said to be justified by the 
uncontrolled discretion of the King, 
ns hend of the Army, in matters in 
respect of which he was under no 
express statutory restriction, such as 
the requirement that he should not 
supply more men or spend more 
money than Parliament authorized. 
He need not employ all the men or 
spend all the money that Parlinment 
authorized. The matter was left to 
the uncontrolled discretion which he 
exercised by his Ministers. The 
Courts could not question it, though 
Parlinment by votes of no confidence 
or, presaure might influence ft. 

Tho financial side of the matter, 
tho question of imposing a charge on 
subjects without the consent of 
Parliament, was illuminated by two 
memoranda from the Treasury, The 
first set out the way in which receipts 
for services rendered by the Army 
and Navy had been dealt with during 
the Inst 120 years.’ After much dis- 
cussion the sytsem was put on & 
statutory footing in 1801 by the 
Public Accounts and Charges Act’ (54 
and 66 Vict., c. 24). 
with all such receipts ns approprin- 
tions in ald, under tho direction of the 
Treasury, of money provided ‘by 
Parlinment for any purpose, and as 
such they were so applicd, audited, 
and dealt with. The suggestion that 
such receipts word not authorized by 
Parliament disappeared. The second

WEEKS’ SUPPLY. 


‘The storage in the Hongkong 
Reservoirs at the end of April waa 
nearly 9 million gallons o day, at 
which rate there would be only 11 
weeks supply. 

In the Kowloon Reservoirs at the 
sume dute there was a storage of 
220 million yallona and o con- 
sumption of 6, million gallona a 
day, at which rate there would be 
only about 6 weeks supply, not 
allowing for stream supplics — to 
be received. into thé reservoirs, 

. which are daily deerensing. 

The actual rainfall for the year 
1982 to date ia only 8.43 inches, a8 
against an average of 14.01 inches. 


RAINFALL BELOW NORMAL. 


As the average rainfall for May 
is nearly 12 iiehes, it was reason- 
ubly expected that the reservoirs 
would to some extent be replenish- 
ed early this month.’ Further re- 
strictions of the water supply were, 
therefore, ‘delayed. An appeal for 
the co-operation of the public in 
reducing the consumption of water 
was, however, issued by the Water 
Authority on the Srd May. The 
result of this appeal was not sutia- 
(actory, the daily consumption In- 
creasing Instead of decreasing. It 
was, therefore, found necessary to 
turn off the supply throughout the 
Colony from 8 p.m, to 6 a.m. daily, 
beginning on the 7th May. 


MEASURE UNSATISFACTORY. 


The result of this further re- 
striction, has again proved unsatis- 
factory, there befng an increase in 
consumption each day since 
restriction came into force, show- 
ing that considerable wastage has 
been caused by the extravagant 
hoarding of water in bath-tubs, 
ete, 

It hag, therefore, now been 
found necessary still further to re- 
duce the supply to 7 hours per day 
us notified in the advertisement 
columns.

Washington, April 13. 
Ex-Governor Alfred’ Smith in a 

speach to-night at © Jofferson Day! 
Dinner, at which the National 
Democratic lenders: woro the 
principal guests, indicated the key- : 
notes for the Democratic platform. 
He Introduced a now point of viow - 
concerning the settlement of the 
War Debt problem, the uncertain- 
ties of which he said had stultified 
forcign trade. 


“Let us,’ he said, “tell the 
European nations who owe “us 
money to forget all about it for 
twonty yeats, and that we will 
write off ag paid each year 25 
cent. of the gross value of the 
American products they buy from 
us. This in effect is telling a 
debtor nation that if it buys 100,- 
000,000 dollars worth of our cotton 
wo will forget 26,000,000 dollars 
of its debt. If it buys 100,000,000 
dollars-worth of our wheat, fruit, 
or manufactured products we will 
forget 26,000,000 dollars of its in- 
dobtodness.” 


Explaining that the figures he 
had given wore arbitrary, and were 
merely used to express the prin- 
ciple, Mr, Smith avent on to urge 
his colleagues to adopt a concise 
programme at the Chicago Con- 
vention and to desist from 
demagogic denunciation of the 
alloged shortcomings of the Re- 
publicans. The national interest 
was whetted for a constructive 
programme designed to alleviate 
depression. 


‘ ‘Tho debtor nations did not pos- 
sess the money wherewith to pay, 
and meanwhile, foreign trade de- 
clined fifty per cent. in a ycar, 
while huge: surplyres of manufac- 
tured goods and agricultural pro- 
ducts accumulated. 


“We have strangled trade by 
holding debts over their heads,” he 
declared, “and then raising & tariff 
avall which shuta out their pro- 
ducts, and our wheat is rotting on 
the farma while other nations 
starve,'—Erchange.

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FRENCH ELECTION 
REACTIONS. 


The second ballots in the French 
election have proved disastrous for 
the Tardieu Government, which, in 
consequence of the strong support 
given to the Left, will now be com- 
pelled to retire. On the first 
pallot, a week 289 the Government 
had « slight Iead, and although it 
was felt in some quarters that there 
might be surprises. on the second 
ballot, few were prepared for the 
heavy fall in Government support. 
The ‘Leftists, however, made the 
sway to victory much surer when M. 
Herriott decided to withdraw all 
Soctalist Radical candidates from 
constituencies where it was consi- 
dered that the Socialists stood a 
petter chance. The upshot is that 
the Tardieu bloc now finds itself in 
a decided minority, so.that a 
Leftist Government is inevitable.” 

The question which naturally 
arouses most interest is the likely 
reaction which this development 
will have on French foreign policy, 
especiaity its policy in regard to 
The probability 
is that there will be a ~elcome 
swing towards a more liberal out- 
look on the larger issues, notably a 
toning down of that intense nation- 
aligm which has made French 
1 somewhat 
difficult, We may hear less of the 
“gecurity” bogey, and we may sec 
evidenced a grenter desire to solve 
the problems of Europe on a basis 
of mutual trust and goodwill. If 
so, the prospects for some really 
beneficial outcome of the Lausanne 
Conference will appreciably heigh- 
ten. Following the recent con- 
versations over tho suggested 
Danubian Federation, it became 
evident that France still adhered to 
the policy of riveting the Versailles 
settlement more firmly upon 
Europe and ensuring the economic 
subjugation - of Germany. The 
French proposals were to create, 
under the effective control of 
France, a new unit which would 
not only serve as a bulwark against 
Ruasia, but which would also keep 
Germany isolated from her Danu- 
dian neighbours. It must be re- 
membered in this connexion that 
France has acted both as midwife 
and wet nuree to the Little .En- 
tente, that French eapital is deeply 
involved, and that to permit com- 
plete collapse in Central |. Europe 
would mean too great.a risk, It 
hns been forescen that there might 
be a reat danger that the pressure 
of economic circumstances might 
force tha Danublan States to lower 
tariffs all round and introduco 
some economic sanity into, the rela- 
tions of the interested Powers, in- 
cluding Germany, Italy and

Dim That Spotlight. 

Ten weeks have elapsed and the 
Lindbergh baby {8 still in the 
hands of his kidnappers. From the 
first the big question nbout the 
affair has been, How, in such oO 
glare of publicity, can fany nego- 
tintions. be carried 
of the child? Hundreds of police, 
thousands of amateur detectives 
and hordes of reporters forming a 
cordon around the flier’s home at 
Hopewell gave the kidnappers 
small chance to bring the , baby 
back and clear warning not to try. 
Recognition of this fncet led to 
some withdrawal of police forces 
and the reporters senttered to 
other news sources, But public 
interest, perhaps never before 
equalled, kept a spotlight on the 
ense. Newspapers and news 
services outdid themselves in at- 
tempting to satisfy popular curio- 
sity. Every new clue or supposed 
clue was instantly smothered in a 
rush of note books and cameras, 
BRyery~ movement or word of the 
family made headlines. Every 
potential negotiator became a 
marked man, his usefulness as a 
xo-between destroyed. Every pos- 
alble rendezvous became | impos- 
sible. Recently by flights and 
various subterfugos: some of these 
reeking the child have obtained 
n measure of frecdom to carry on 
their efforts. But they have had 
to exert us much energy and in- 
yenuity.in eluding reporters as in 
attempting. to locate the: baby. 
Finally this statement was issued: 
Colonel Lindbergh feels that un- 
der existing circumstances he 
should be privileged to move with- 
out the encumbrance of either 
check-up or necounting. When he 
ig able to make any statement, he 
will be glad to do 80. Undoubtedly 
the public as a whole would like 
to see this request granted. It [s 
probuble that most people would 
not personally intrude on negotia- 
tions for restoration of the baby, 
particularly if they, realised that 
their action might defeat the ef- 
fort. But the public’s news- 
gatherers, in’ their compstitive 
struggle, seem unable to exercise 
the same restraint.: If by some 
gentlemen’s agreement the press 
could give Colonel Lindbergh and 
his friends the -privacy which 
seems casential for recovery of 
the child, it would have proved 
that freedom. of the press—a 
larger freedom of self-control— 
need not infringe, the freedom of 
unfortunate — individuals. Does 
the public want minute-to-minute 
news of clues—clues which never 
amount to anything—or docs = it 
want the safe return of the Lind- 
bergh baby? The answer is easy. 
But unlesa some way is found to 
switch off the spotlight and let the 
kidnappers know that they will not 
atep into it the minute they at- 
tempt to return the child, the hunt 
for news may block’ development 
of the very news which everyone 
wants to hear. Under the itlr- 
cumstances, It might be an honour 
for the newspapers to be “scooped” 
on this story.

Mast people, indeed, seemed to 
be of the opinion that nobody except 
other people should have to pny any 
taxes at all. : 

Thoso were days in which beer 
was almost free and the income-tax 
was so amall that it was scarcely 
worth the Government's while to 
collect it, Yet such spirit had the 
citizens of the country at the time 
that any proposal to add-n half- 
penny to the.price to the Income-tax 
turned every man of them into an 
outraged Demosthenes. :

Stamp collectors in Hongkong 
had an opportunity last evening of 
Hatoning in on the radio to a short 
talk on the subject of the Postage

Stamp Fonice In the S.C.M. Post.

about us. In a word, philately has 
the same relation to the sciences 
and to world history as have the 
illustrations in our modern books, 
newspapers and magazines. 

With these introductory remarks 
I will pass on to the stamp issues 
of this Colony. A  non-collector 
looking over a display of Hongkong 
stamps, more especially of the early 
Victorians would probably ask 
Aimself what special interest the 
specimens offered. He will: find 
them for the most part uniform in 
design, the Victorians having con- 
tinued In use with practically no 
important variation for 40 years, 
the Edwardians from 1903 to 1911 
and the Georginns from 1912 to 
the present—a period of 20 years. 
If, however, the stamps are allowed 
to tell their own history it will be 
found to be a very interesting one.

While the history of the Colony 
goes back to within a year of the 
appearance. of the first_ adhesive 
stamp—the 1d black of Great Bri- 
tain, Hongkong did not have its 
own postal issues until 1862-22 
years later. Prior to that timo the 

- distribution of the mails east of a 
line drawn approximately 90 de- 
grees east of Greenwich was made 
by the postal authorities of the 
East Indin. Company, by way of 
Macao where a British official was 
appointed to take charge of the 
transmission of the mails to and 
from the Colony. This arrange- 
ment lasted until 1842 when a post- 
office was established in Hongkong. 
In the following year Hongkong’s 
postal affnirs passed to the con- 
trol of the Imporlal Government, to

As the fine on unpald correspon- 
dence was 1/~ {t was not long be- 
fore folks at Home carricd their 
complaints to the P.M.G. {n-London 
with tho result that a ruling was 
mado that all letters from British 
forces in China, propald with Im- 
perlal stamps sufficierit to cover 


the cost of postage, should be treat-’ 


ed as paid. Special mall bags then 
camo into use for service mails. 
Later, In 1868, a controversy arose 
as to’ whether servico men , could 
avail themselves of the reduced 
postal rates allowed by the Trea- 
sury if they used Hongkong stamps 
instead of Impcrial. The Post- 
master held that the uso of Hong- 
kong stamps, under former rulings, 
presupposed that thelr users wore 
civillans and that such letters 
should be paid at full rates. Again 
o compromise was reached. Thus 
we sco that from the very birth 
of our postal system our stamps 
were making history. 

Now it would secm obvious to all 
of us that the use of postage 
stamps to prepay postage was an 
ideal improvement on the old sys- 
tem. What we should do to-day 
without them it is diMcult to 
imagine, but in ‘the beginning, 
strange os it may seem, their use 
was met with a storm of protest 
and it was some years before the 
public got uscd to them and learned 
to appreciate the service they ren- 
dered, 

The First Stamps. 


The first issue of stamps for the 
Colony made {ts appearance in 1862 
during the Governorship of Sir 
Hercules Robinson. Diasntisfied 
with the state of local postal affairs 


i he suggested to the Home Govern- 


ment that the general use of Eng- 
lish stamps be authorised and made 
a requisition for a quantity of the 
different values necessary. This 
idea was disapproved, however, and 
the suggestion was made that the 
Colony should follow. the example 
of other Colonies and have its own 
issuc.- Sir Hercules Robinson was 
seeking a solution for a. big problem 
and when thia suggestion was make 
ho did not ‘hesitate to act on it. 
‘After consultation with the Colonial 
Secretary he sent forward a rough 
drawing of what was to . become 
Hongkong’s first stamp, drawn by 
Mr. J. A.S. Alves, a clerk in 
the Post Office together with a 
requisition for stamps of seven de- 
nominations: 2c, 8c, 12, 18c, 24c, 
48 and 96e. ' These higher valueca 
sound atrange to us in these days 
but they tell of the financial situa- 
tion of the time and of the early 
efforts of the authorities to solve a 
currency problem which still re- 
mains very much up in the afr. 
The unusual values were called for 
because the postal rates were fixed 
on the basis of a 4/2 dollar at a 
time when the decimal system had 
not come into use. 

Some delay was caused in the 
supply of theae stamps as the 
Colonial office in London held out 
for a decimal currency but finally 
gave in and the printing contract 


‘was placed in the hands of Mesers. 


De La Rue and Co. who from that 
day to this have printed all the 
stamps for the Colony. The first 
printings wore delivered in the 
Colony on December 8, 1862 and on 
the following day the Colonial 
Secretary acknowledged their re- 
ceipt and stated that they had 
already been placed on sale. 

the same time he requested tho 
printing of two more values—a 30¢ 
for postage on letters via Mar- 
seilles and a 6c for newspapers via 
the same route, the: rates having 
been changed since the making of 
the first order. 

We again have the historical ele- 
ment in atamps prominent in the 
fact that all these denominations 
were made available for use in the 
treaty ports which had been opened 
up in China. by the Treaty of 
Nanking on August 29, 1842, that 
is Canton, Amoy, Foochow, Shang- 
hai and Ninpo as well as in Wham- 
pon, Macao, Swatow, Nagasaki and 
Yokohama. On stamps thus used 
we find the postmarks Al 
for the Amoy, Ct for Can- 
ton, El - for Foochow, Ni 
for Ningpo, Si for Shanghai, 52 
for Swatow and Y1 for Yokohama, 
The obliteration for Hongkong waa 
B62 for regular maila and 62B for 
supplementary ones. : 


Simplicity of Design. 


I have already said that the de- 
sign for the Victorian stamps ip 
noteworthy for its simplicity. Let 
us examine it a Httle closer. The 
Queen's head is engraved in’ the 
conventional atylo of 
the only deviation from uniformity 
being the result of retouching in 
the shading of the bust and back- 
pround. Here the stamp teaches 
us something of the art of engrav- 
ing and printing. Tho printing 
was dono in ono singlo impression, 
the contral part of tho stamp hav- 
Ing In each cose been produced 
from a mother die, the border be- 
Ing afterwards ‘engraved around it. 
Of the minor differences to 
found in the several stamps I will 
not go into dotails, -but several 
variations in the English and 
Chineso inscriptions are apparent 

; to the naked oye. There are how- 
‘ ever ono or two points in the de-

algn worthy of spcclal mention as 
carry us back to tho days of 
Thoso of you who havo 
seen the Victorian stamps will-havo | 
noticed that there is an ornamental 
cross in each of the four corners. 
This is the swastika, an ancient re- 
Hgious symbol or tallsman which 
has como down to us in practically 
the same form from the days of 
Neolithic culture, some-olght to ten 
thousand years before the Chris- 
tinn era, when it was uscd, as it fs 
to-day, as & symbo! of good luck. 
Whether it was Included in .the 
stamp by way-of an ornament or 
for good jona it is not casy to say 
as in the original design the cor- 
ners are left blank. This same 
ornament appears in a modified 
form on the Edwardian and Gcor- 
ginn fssuca. : 


Now let us turn our attention to 
the dindem encircling the Queen's 
head. Here {s more ancient history. 
Hero we find the cross, a symbol 
used by the old time Egyptians to 
signify life, in Gaul a5 a symbol of 
the sun and by the Incas of Peru 
as a.sign of the god of rains. 
Here also is the flour de Hs, an an- 
clont pagan as well as Christian 
emblem, used in Egypt as a symbol 
of the life and resurrection of the 
god Horus, later adopted as an 
heraldic device by King Clovis of 
France and first introduced into 
the English cont of arms by Ed- 
ward III]. With this we find. the 
trefoil, the orlgin of which is 
doubtful, some holding it to be, 
Uke the shamrock a symbol of the 
trinity, others that it Js emblematic 
of the’union of England, Scotland 
and Ireland. The greatest interest 
in the Victorfan stamps, from the 
point of view of the collector, 
centres round the provisional issucs 
most of which were necessitated by 
changes in the postal rates owing 
to the fluctuation of the dollar, and 
some to the first attempts to change 
over to a decimal currency. One 
of these stamps ia of special inter- 
est in that it wag issued for use 
on postcards only. It appeared in 
two values, 8c and Ge, some of the 
latter. being later on overprinted 
THREE for*local use. At. times 
revenne stamps were called into 
use for postal purposes, when 
higher values were needed, 


In connexion’ with those emer- 
gency issues I would like to point 
out that while unquestionably some 
countries have made more or less 
of a spectalty of unnecessary sur- 
charged and overprinted issues for 
the sake of the revenue derived 
from increased stamp sales, the 
postal service of Hongkong has an 
exceptionally’ clean record in this 
regard, and that the numerous 
yaricties that may be found in some. 
issues, particularly in those of 1891 
to 1898 in which it was found 
necessary to add to each stamp sur- 
charged in English, a correspond- 
ing Chinese surcharge, Jaboriously 
printed with a small wooden block, 
were all perfectly legitimate an 
the errors occurred without any 
effort to create them, 


Historical interest in the Vie- 
torian issues closes with the ap- 
pearance of Hongkong’s only com- 
‘Mmemorative stamp, the 2c over- 
printed in January 1891 to ¢ 
memorate the jubilee of the Colony. 
Regarding .this I will not go into 
details as the subject has been re- 
cently. ventilated in the Stamp 
Topic column of the S. C. MM. Post’ 
at considerable length. 


Subsequent Issues. 


Of the subsequent issues there fs 
little to be said, Both the Edwar- 
dian and Georgian issues are fami- 
Ifar-to most if not all.of you. They 
have maintained thelr simplicity of 
design and almost absolute -uni- 
formity, the only important differ- 
ence being in the watermark of tha 
paper on which they are printed. 
Most British Colonies, during the 
war, jssted war tax stamps, but 
Hongkong carried on and did her 
share in the service of the Empire 
without defacing her stamps with 
u mark that would in-time to come 
recall the tragedy of bloodshed that 
held its place in the limelight of 
the world’s stage for four disas- 
trous years, : 


There remain but ono issue that 
calls for remark—the little oblong 
labelg which muke us pay for the 
neglect of others to sufticleatly pre- 
pay their communications—the 
postage due stamps. These first 
came into use in Hongkong on 
December 1, 1923. They have in 
their corners the swastika and in 
tha centre the appropriate design 
of a pair of scales in one pan of. 
which fs a letter which is obviously 
destined to carry one of the stamps. 
Credit for this design must be 
given to P. A. V. dos Remedios and 
Kwan Kin-san, employees of the 
Postoffice Department. : 


In closing I must give due ac- 
knowledgment to sources from 
which information has _ been 
derived, including. Gibbons Stamp 
Monthly (articles by S. C. Morton), 
a philatelic handbook on Hongkong 
by Bertram W. H. Poole and Iaat 
hut not least the studies mado by 
the well known local specialist, Mr. 
William Sayers. Hoping that I 
have not bored you and expressing 
my sincere appreciation for tho 
favour that has boen extended mo 
by Z.B.W. of giving me an opport- 
unity of Introducing this aubject 
to your attention, I now wish you 
all good night and as a parting shot 
invite you all to join us collectors 
in our hobby. . .

+ ‘The appeal of the Ching Naviga= 
tion Company, Limited .v, the 
Attorney-General came = Up ‘last 
month before Lord Justice Scrut- 
ton, Lord Justice Lawrence, and 
Lord Justice Slecser. ’ 

The Court dismissed the appeal 
by the plaintiffs from the decision 
of Mr. Justice Rowlatt in an actlon 
which raised the question. of the 
Mabllity, of shipowners to pay for 
armed guards in ships trading In 
Chinese waters. ° 

By thelr statement. of claim the 


| plaintiffs satd that thoy were incor- 


porated under tho panies Acta. 
and carried on o shipping business, 
particularly in Chineso waters, con- 
veying 2 largo quantity of valuablo 
cargo and numerous passengers. 
Chineso waters, they sald, wero in- 
fected by pirates, and tho need for 
protection of ships and cargocs ond 
of the lives of passengers and crew 
had been recognized by the Crown for 
very many years, and the Crown 
accordingly provided armed guards 
to be carried on ships in those waters. 
By a letter from the Admiralty, dated 
March 18,. 1930, the plaintiffs sald 
that thoy wero informed that tho 
rovision of armed guards would only 
Be continued subject to the condition 
that the guards should be paid for 
in full by the shipping companics. 
Tho plaintiffs accordingly claimed 
a declaration that the stipulations 
for the provision of protection 
ugainst, and for the prevention of, 
pirncy, sought to bo imposed on them 
by the Ietter ‘of March 18, 1930, were 
ilegal ‘and unenforceable againat the 
plaintiffs and vold; further, thut ‘tho 
pinintiffs wero under no obligation te 
mako any of the payments to or for 
the usc of the Crown for which the 
supulations provided; and, further, 
that so long os and whenover in tho 
view of the Crown such protection 
was required, the plaintiffs wore 


_Jentitled to enjoy the same without 
| making ‘any specific payments 


thore- 

for. . on 
By his defence tho Attorney- 
General informed the Court that his 
Majesty was not under any duty to 
provide armed guards or to use his 
naval or military forces for the put- 
pose of preventing the outbreak of 
internal piracy on British ships; and 
that certain armed guards had been 
from time to. time provided.on the 
request of shipping companics on the 
terma that the whole cost ‘thereof 
should be paid by the shipping com- 
panies, including the plaintiffs. . 
Mr, Justice Rowlatt held that the 
action was misconceived and that the

The plaintiffs appealed. P 

Sir Leslie Scott, K.C., and “Mr. 
Valentine Holmes appenred for. the 
appellants; the Attorney-General 
(Sir Thomas Inskip, K.C.), Sir 
William Jowitt, IC.

The Judgment. 


_.Lord . Justice _Scrutton,.in_ giving 
judgment, said that he entirely agreed 
with the view-of Mr, Justice Rowlatt 
that there was no legal duty on the 
Crown to afford by its military forces 
protection In foreign parts to British 
subjects, A missionary, in self- 
sacrificing devotion to ‘his religious 
views, went without the consent of 
the Crown into sayage countrics, in- 
hnbited by tribes who strongly 
objected to the missionary’s denounc- 
ing their religion. Had the Crown a 
duty to follny and protect the 
missionary and send armed forces to 
rescuc him from his self-imposed 
danger? A shipowner, without the 
assent of the Crown, traded for pur- 
poses of his own profit in neighbour- 
hoods which were insufficiently 
policed by! foreign Governments; for 
his profit he took on board large 
numbers of foreign passengers going 
on the high seas, or up a navigable 
tiyer to a forcign port. He was 
unable to’ control those foreign 
passengers or guarantce their pence-

Lord Haldano, in Halabury's Laws 
of England (Vol. XXV., p. 37, see, 
69), dlted tho,‘ prenmble as* the

The governmont of the forces is 
vested in tho Crown, who hos power 
to make regulations os to command 
and administration. 

The Courts. had repentodly refused 
to Intervene In questions of pay and 
service, though the Royal Warrants 
appenred to ontitle tho claimant ‘to 
what he asked the Court to give him. 
That ‘wos so whethor tho claimant 


Qbosked ‘relicf from the King or from 


Glamorgnn County Council (41 The 
Times LR, 218; [1026] Ad, 270), 
accepted the second altornativo, 

Tn his opinion there was no legally 
enforceable duty to protect British 
property from dangor in hig 
parts. Tho remedy, if any, wos by 
pressure brought by Parliament on 
Ministers to take stops either by 
pressure brought by Parliament on 
diplomatic action or othtrwise to 
protect British subjects. “Britons for- 
tunately were enterprising people 
accustomed to look after themselves; 
to suggest a duty on the British 
Government to follow .adventuroys 
Britons all over the world {nto places 
where thélr personal wishes or adven- 
tures had taken them, to protect 
themselves from the difficulties they 
hnd got themselves into, did not re- 
present a legal duty of any kind. 

Before thnt Court, while the ques- 
tion of duty to protect was argued 
as correlative with allegiance, more 
atress was laid on tho argument that 
tho Crown had no authority. to de- 
mand payment for the uso of ite 
armed forces. Mr. Justice Rowlatt 
did not deal with that argument, but 
treated what. he called “using the 
forces for’ reward” os o matter to: 
which no objection could be taken. 


+ Gontrol of the Army. 


Tho important question was thus 
raised as to the exact powers of the 
King, as hend of the Army—whether 
his Majesty by his prerogative could 
regulate the Army as he pleased, so 
for as he was not expressly restrain- 
ed by the Army Act or tho financial 
provisions of the Appropriation Act; 
or whether the position was not that 
the King, as head of the Army, could 
Only incur such expense and take 
sitch ection as was authorized by 
statute, and especlally could not de- 
mand money for protection afforded 
by his armed forces, which, was sald 
to bo imposing a charge on tho 
subject ‘ without the authority of 
Parliament, But, if_there _was_ 
duty to afford anticipatory prote: 
in foreign parts, no charge was ‘im- 
posed on the subject, because he was 
not bound to accept the protection 
ond necd not pay money unless he 
asked for protection which the Crown 
wan under no duty to afford him, 

He (his Lordship) was reluctant to 
discuss the matter under the head of 
“Prerogative” because, as Professor 
Dicey said (Laws of the Constitution, 
p. 61), the word introduced tho 
political cgntroversies of an earlier 
age whether the Sovereign had some 
power which could not be superseded, 
regulated, ‘or abolished by Act of 
Parliament. Professor Dicey treated 
the Prerogative (p, 421) a8 the name 
for the residue of discretionary power 
left at any moment in the hands of 
the Crown, whether such power be in 
fact exercised by the King himself or 
by hjJs Ministera. Every act which 
the executive Government can law- 
fully do without the authority of the 
Act of Parliament fs done in virtue of 


ful intentions: Had the Crown ajthis prerogative. 
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tho executive, officer. Tha adminis- 
tration of the Army was in the hands 
of tho King, who, unless expressly 
controlled by Parliament, could not bo 
controlled by the Courts. 
constitutional aspect of tho 
side of the question was 
moro fully explored in the Court of 
Appeal than in the Court below, -Tho 
Court ‘of Appeal was anxious to 
mscertain exactly in what kind of 
cases the Crown received money for 
the sale or use of Crown or public 
materials, or the services of members 
of the nntionn) forces, and under 
what authority, and how the sums so 
received were dealt, with in’ the 
national, accounts. ‘In consequence 
thé hearing was adjourned, and the 


Attorney-General supplied the Court |. 


with two detailed memoranda denling 
with the Navy and Army reapeetive- 
y. 

Payments, to Navy and Army. 

In the case of the Navy, it was 
obvious that the Admiralty constant- 
ly received payments from outsiders, 
foreign Governments, or British and 
forcign subjects, for work done for, 
or services and materials supplied to, 
those outsiders; , and that the 
Admiralty’ ao acted without any 
express authority from statutes, 
though the sums which they recover- 
ed were dealt with in the Appropria- 
tion Act. A_similor series of pay- 
ments to the War Office for the supply 
of materials and men was set out in 
the Army . momorandum.' None of 
those pnyments were required or pro- 
tected by express statutory authority;
